We rehe'arse before a wedding 
for its correct and artistic perfec¬ 
tion; and why not arrange the 
lighting of your dinner table be¬ 
fore the Christmas dinner ? 

Have the family sit aruond the 
table to effect the artistic light¬ 
ing of your room. The candle¬ 
sticks should be placed on each 
corner of the table, and so placed 
that the light reflects the faces of 
your guests, ' leaving the walls 
as a background in shadow; the 
room having the effect of a camp¬ 
fire, dispensing the feeling of 
comradeship and hospitality.

Red in large areas 
is a color we think of as irritating, 
aggressive and active. 

Color is as definite as words, 
and should harmonize like chords 
of music; it also affects the eye 
as air does the ears. Lighting is 
ju.st as we arrange it. Tt may be 
a source of comfort and pleasure, 
or an irritation. A brilliant light 
always kills the artistic feeling of 
a room.

Would Make 
Park at Pool 
In Canyon 

The campaif^n for the improve¬ 
ment of Sierra Madre Canyon 
swimming pool was opened Thurs¬ 
day night at the meeting of the 
board of trustees, president of 
the Parent-Teachers association, 
and a resident of the canyon dis¬ 
trict.

and that she allows her children 
j to swim there all they wish. 

1 Mrs. Gruit as-serted that the 
pool had been a gift to the city 
and that so far the city had been 
put to no expen.se whatever and 
ha(i received a revenue of $2,800 
from Mr. House in rentals. She 
took the stand that the city should 
be willing to put at least a por¬ 
tion of this money back into the 
pool as a matter of city improve¬ 
ment and beautification. 

City Attorney FVed Baker ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that the city 
could not legally make the im¬ 
provements suggested because of 
the une.xpired lea.se and other 
technicalities.
